instruct  the  assessors  to  assess  only  two  and  a  half  (2^)  mills 
for  the  year  1896.

year  to  two  and  a  half  (2|-)  mills  on  the  dollar,  as  you  recom- 
mend, and  request  that  you  instruct  the  assessors  in  regard  to- 
the  matter.
